HARRISBURG, Aug. 29. — The 


Pennsylvania Intcrscholtistic Athle- 
tic Association has announced 11 
changes and clarifications in the 
football rules lor ita 800 member 
schools. 
Dr. Frank P. Maguire, advisor of 


the board of control of the P. I. A. 
A. and chairman of tile Research 
Committee of the National Federa- 
;lon of Football Rules Committee, 
outlined the changes and clarifica- 
lions. 
While none of the alterations were 


drastic. Dr. Magulre explained that 
:oaches and players should famlliar- 
.ze themselves with them so that 
"bickering and argument would not 
iold-up or confuse play this fall." 


Changes Outlined 


The rule changes and clarlfica- 


;lons as explained by Dr. Maguire 
n'ere: 


1—Last year If a foul were com- 


•nitted while the ball was free, as 
rom a punt, the ball was awarded 
a the offended team at the spot of 
the foul. This has been changed so 
•hat all fouls will be penalized by 
nflictine the' appropriate distance 
jcnalty from the spot where the 
>all was put in play. It is to be 
understood, however, Dr. Maguire 
imphasired, that the offended team 
nay decline the penalty if it is to 
Its advantage to do so. 


2—Reduction from fifteen yards to 
ive yards of the distance penalty 
or an insufficient paust after a 
ihift. 
Consequently, it was stated, 


;here is 'no difference in distance 
penalty when backfield men are 11- 
ceally in motion whether the mo- 
lion was the outgrowth of a shift 
>r from a stationary position. . 


3—A minor incompletion of a for- 


ward pass behind the goal line can- 
lot result in a touchback, except on 
he fourth down. In other words, 
">r. Magtrire explained, the team in 
wssession of the ball, assuming it 
• first down, may ground four for- 
ward passes behind the goal line be- 
orc losing the ball. 
4—Helmetless players were placed 


n two1 categories: (1) Non-partlcl- 
lation until head protectors are ob- 
ained, carrying a five yard penalty; 
2) Discarding of head protectors, 
•ntaillng a charged time-out, but 
10 distance penalty unless it Is an 
ixcessive time-out. Dr. Maguire em- 
ihasized that" discarding of a head 
irotector "shall never result in a 
:play penalty. 
5—If a team makes a fair catch at 
le end of any quarter the team 
laklng the fair catch may choose 


execute the free kick at the end 
that quarter or at the beginning 
the next-after changing goals. 
6—Substitutes are not required to 
^port to game officials at the be- 
inning of the second half. 
7—Captains, as last year, may re- 
ise to accept substitutes sent in 
iv a coach. However, Dr. Maguire 


stated, if a substitute communicates 
with his teammates and then his 
captain refuse* to accept him, "he 
(the captain) 
shall be 
declared 


guilty of unsportsmanlike conduct 
and a distance penalty of 15 yards 
inflicted." 


8—The ball may never be put in 


play nearer than 15 yards to a side 
line. Exceptions to this rule allowed 
last year were abolished. 


6—A foul by the defensive team' 


will not be offset by a minor in- 
complete forward pass by the of- 
fensive team unless it is a case of 
intentionally grounding the forward 
pass. 


10—If a player of the' offensive 


team receives the snap from cen- 
ter while standing on or behind 
his end line, the defensive team 
shall have the option of a safety or 
the distance penalty for a player- 
out-of-bounds. 


11—It shall not be considered a 


shift when linesmen drop from a 
standing position to a crouch posi- 
tion as long as they retain their 
relative ground positions.

•The tenth season of actual game 


bird production, which has turned 
out to be. .the best season of such 
production.. on. the Jordan . State 
Game Farm at Harlansburg. began 
with the laying of the first egg of 
the season on March 21. Since that 
time the. farm .has been humming 
with activity, producing, setting and 
shipping ringneck pheasant eggs and 
hatching,. .shipping and ' brooding 
ringrieck pheasant chicks and taking 
care .of 
the thousands', of young 


fingnccks after their .removal from 
the brooders .at .six. weeks old. 


Each year|s actual production act- 


ivities, begin on the. game farm with 
the selection .and mating of breeders 
in the .early . spring and continue 
until all birds to be raised are re- 
moved from .the brooding field to 
the holding.fields at.the age 'of six 
weeks. During, this period activities 
gradually .increase step by step be- 
ginning, with, egg production'' and 
gradually adding' incubation, egg 
shipping,, chicl? brooding and chick 
shipping . activities, reaching . the 
peak of activity.Curing late May or 
early June, when jji Of these actlvr 
ities are. under way .at the same time 
from 'which. time they again grad- 
ually taper off.until the last of the 
young, birds, are, removed, from the 
brooders to .the'large wire covered 
holding, fields, where "they grow up 
and; develop.good strong wings with 
•which to escape fromv predators 
when, liberated in the wild. Some of, 
these birds arc distributed, for liber- 
ation during .the .late summer at 
twelve, weeks of age and the balance 
are placed In the winter holding 
fields and.held over for spring'lib- 
eration, and .for use as breeders on 
the1 farm the. following season.

22,666 ring- 
neck pheasants day .old chicks' dis- 
tributed- ;0. sportsmen..in western 
Pennsylvania forraising birds which 
must be liberated on,grounds open- 
to public hunting, 3,500 young birds 
have been shipped 'cut -for liberation 
and 15,000 birds-are now in the hold- 
ing pens . at. the farm, about 3,000.

During, the. hatching season a total 
of'58,538 rlngneck eggs were set-at 
the farm of which 48,328 were fertile 
and from which 41,200: chicks were

that 373.000 legal male birds of this 
species were killed during the, 1837 
hunting season, only as a'-result'of 
propagating and restocking '-activ- 
ities carried on by the game com- 
mission "and interested sportsmen, 
and has not only furnished a great 
amount of sport for every class of 
small game hunter but has aided 
greatly in relieving some native 
game birds-such, as the bob white, 
quail and the grouse of some of the 
hunting.'

Operation of the state game farms 


Is financed, exclusively by ths game 
fund, a fund maintained 
chiefly 


through' the sale of hunting licenses 
and Is .curried on at no cost .to .the 
taxpayer. .Game raised on the state 
farms -or from- eggs or chicks fur- 
nished by them must therefore be 
liberated upon lands which are not 
posted, thus allowing all properly 
licensed hunters an equal chance to 
hunt it.
